A German military spokesman, 
quoted by Reuter, stated later: “ All 
our eyes are strained on East 
Prussia, Where the Russians have 
again widened their offensive front 
and achieved deep breaches south of 
Gumbinnen and near  Goldap. 
Heavy street fighting raged in 
Goldap, but our troops finally had 
to surrender the town to the 
assailant.” 

Hallensleben, the German News 
Agency correspondent, predicted 
that the East Prussia offensive would 
soon extend south to both sides of 
Warsaw. 

A second Stalin Order, to General 
Meretskov, confirmed the German 
report of the capture of Petsamo 
and “the liberation from the Ger- 
mans of the whole area of nickel 
production, as well as three im- 
portant inhabited localities of the 
Petsamo region.” 

The Soviet communigué an- 
nounced that troops of the First 
Baltic Front, in the Memel region. 
occupied over 500 _—s inhabited 
localities, and “completely cleared 
of the enemy the entire right bank 
of the Niemen from the estuary to 
the town of Jurburg, with the excep- 
tion of the town of Memel.” 

Offensive operations were con- 
tinued, it was stated, in the.Czecho- 
slovak, North Transylvanian and 
Belgrade sectors, while, in Hungary, 
“our forces have reached the 
Tisa river north and north-west 
of Niyregyhaza and _ occupied 
Isztalyok.” 

From the southern front, Moscow 
despatches indicate that Marshal 
Malinovsky’s army group in 
Hungary is advancing from success 
to success, These Red Army forces, 
striking along the Danube valley— 
the natural highway through 
Hungary—have entered it a. few 
miles east of Mohac, says Reuter’s 
special correspondent. 

The 80-mile German front 
south and south-west of Budapest 
is breaking up before the Red 
Army’s massed onslaughts. 

The Red Army has now occupied 
more than three-quarters of the 
Hungarian plain. 

General Petrov has reshuffled his 
forces after their Carpathian break- 
through, and his troops are now in- 
filtrating into the German positions 
throughout Ruthenia.

This summer it was seen that the 
numbers of trout had dwindled 
tremendously, hardly a sign of any 
fish being seen on the lake, while 
in the River Liffey and King’s 
River, both of which feed the lake, 
hundreds of dead fish were found, 
all heavily infested with the worms. 
The bodies of the fish killed by the 
parasite do not all float, so that 
there probably are many thousands 
of carcases on the lake bottom, 
which is, in many places, ever a 
hundred feet below the surface. 

The Dublin outbreak has been 
compared to a similar occurrence 
in a reservoir in Wales in 1942, 
where the complete stock of trout 
was wiped out. In that case the life 
history of the worm, which is 
similar to the parasite found in the 
Liffey reservoir, has beer traced as 
far asethe microscopic water animal 
mentioned before. As far as can 
be ascertained, this reservoir has 
not been stocked with new fish. — 

It seems that the only way to 
stop the infection spreading from 
the Liffey reservoir, if it has not 
spread already to other lakes and 
rivers, is to control the birds in 
which the worms have heen found.

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THE MOSCOW TALKS 


Mr. Winston Churchill has 
returned to London from 
Moscow, and probably will make 
& statement in the House of 
Commons in the near future. 
/The talks which were held in the 
Russian Capital were among the 
most important of their kind that 
have taken place since the 
beginning of the present war. 
They began on October 9th, and 
lasted until October 18th, during 
which period the British and 
Russian leaders were in almost 
continuous session. His visit has 
been. described by the British 
Premier as “most strenuous.” 
He went to Moscow almost 
immediately after his return from 
Quebec, where he had momentous 


interviews with Mr. Roosevelt; | 


and there is little doubt that at 
least part of his time in the 
Kremlin was devoted to the 
discussion with Marshal Stalin of 
his talks with the American 
President. In general, however, 
the main object of the Moscow 
trip seems to have been twofold. 
In the first place, Mr. Churchill 
was anxious to review with his 
Russian colleague the develop- 
ments that have taken place on 
the basis‘ of the master: plan 
arranged during the historic con- 
ference at Teheran; and through- 
out the Moscow talks, President 
Roosevelt's Ambassador, Mr. 
Averell Harriman, was present in 
the official. capacity of an 
“observer.” Much has happened 
from the political, as well as from 
the purely military, point of view 
since the meetings at Teheran. 
Many of the objectives formu- 
lated in the Iranian capital 
already have been reached; others 
are on their way towards attain- 
ment. From the beginning, Mr. 
Churchill has been emphatic in 
his insistence that Allied policy 
must be indivisible. For that 
reason he has acted on more than 
one occasion as a kind of 
intermediary between President 
Roosevelt and Marshal Stalin, 
interpreting, on the one hand, 
American opinion to the 
Russians, and, on the other, 
Russian opinion to the Americans. ' 
The second object of the Prime 
Minister’s visit to Moscow was, 
if possible, to bring about some 
form of modus vivendi in regard 
not only to Poland, but also to 
Yugo-Slavia. The official report 
of the talks is couched in the 
usual diplomatic language. 
“Important progress '" was made; 
differences “were notably 
narrowed “; discussions are con- 
tinuing on “ outstanding points.” 
What matters is not so much 
wheat the report contains, as what 
it omits. Comment in the British 
newspapers gives the impression 
that, at any rate in the case of 
Poland, less was achieved than 
had been expected. Little is 
known about what happened in 
respect of Yugo-Slavia. To some 
extent, at any rate, Mr. Churchill 
was the spokesman, not only of 
the Polish Government as against 
“the Committee of National 
Liberation” which is operating 
from Lublin, but also of the 
young King of Yugo-Slavia, as 
against the party, or group of 
parties, represented by the 
legendary figure of Marshal Tito. 
In both cases, ‘the Anglo- 
American point of view tends to 
be conservative; in .both the 
Russian standpoint is quite the 
reverse. 

The Yugo-Slav problem is com- 
paratively simple. After King 
Peter left the country, resistance 
to the Germans was carried on 
by General Mihailovitch, who 
represented what might be de- 
scribed as the monarchist party. 
Then the name of Marshal Tito 
began to appear in the news, and 
his spectacular successes forced 
the Western allies ultimately to 
recognise him as the living symbol 
of Yugo-Slav independence. To 
what extent the guerrilla leader’s 
attitude can be reconciled with 


the monarchical tradition in Yugo- ' 


Slavia remains to be seen. For 
the moment, Marshal Tito seems 
to be in full control in those parts 
of the Triune Kingdom which 
have been freed from German 
rule. The Polish question is 
far more difficult to answer. 
Great Britain entered the war 
in defence of Poland’s terri- 
torial integrity. The Polish 
Government in London, headed 
by Mr. Mikolajczyk, continues 
to demand the full restora- 
tion of the pre-war Republic. “The 
Committee of National Libera- 
tion,” which has been established 
under Russian auspices, shares 
Moscow’s view that the eastern 
frontier of the post-war Poland 
must correspond broadly with the 
so-called Curzon Line. This 
frontier would leave a substan- 
tial portion of the pre-war 
Poland, including the historic 
city of Lemberg, or Lvoy, in 
Russian hands; and the Russian 
proposal is that Poland should 
be compensated for this loss of 
national territory by correspond- 
ing gains in the west at Germany's 
expense. Mr. Churchill, more 
than once, has indicated in his 
speeches that, while his sympathies 
inevitably are with the Polish 
Government, the fact must be 


1 faced that there can be no Polish 


independence without Russian 
good-will; and much of his time 


that he needed a rest his 
long . jo . . Mr. Churchill 
takes the view that there can be 
no “organic solution” of the 
Polish problem without previous 
agreement among the Poles them- 
selves. According to the corre- 
spondent of The Times, there was 
no question during the Moscow 
talks of “ a brusque presentation ” 
to the Poles of the Great Powers’ 
decisions; but it is quite 
obvious that the basic problem 
is as far from solution as ever it 
was. In the meantime, the 
Russians are making striking 
progress along the Baltic coast as 
well as in the Balkans. While the 
politicians are talking, the big 
battalions are creating accom- 
plished facts. Without national 
unity, neither Poles nor the Yugo- 
Slavs can look towards an assured 
future. The achievement of that 
unity calls for the exercise of the 
highest degree of statesman- 
ship.

a general economic framework 
should at any rate be agreed upon, 
so that the farmer and all those 
connected with industry can 
begin to readjust their programme 
in accordance with the nation’s 
requirements.

Prior to the war this 
country and other Western Euro- 
pean countries remained reasonabl 
well fed, largely because I 
farmer continued to hope that if 
only he could produce more he 
would receive a greater monetary 
return, but he did not always realise 
that, when all farmers take this line, 
there is ms gs of a glut, with 
inevitable fall in prices. In that 
simple fact lies. most of the upset 
in economics which has led. to 
worldwide dissatisfaction, unrest 
and bewilderment among agricul- 
turalists. The farmer is only asked 
to. produce, and other interests 
determine prices. He thinks he is 
selling against world prices, whereas 
in reality he is being made to sell 
against his neighbours. 


THE NATION’S INCOME 


During the inter-war period, when 
the world had to cope. with 
a rapidly expanded agriculture, 
although the total national income 
had increased in many countries, 
they were yet faced with bankruptcy 
of agriculture which followed mal- 
distribution of income. Ultimately 
the economic system became so 
unbalanced that the greater the pro- 
duction the smaller the share of the 
national income received by agricul- 
ture, and the farmer was left with a 
return which allowed him too small 
a margin over mere subsistence. 


In this country agriculture is 
often regarded more as a way of 
obtaining direct subsistence from 
the land than as an immense 
indusfrial process in which half 
our “ occupied rsons” are 
engaged, and which provides by 
its surplus the major part of the 
material from which the nation’s 
income is derived. Even if this is 
recognised, most people have a 
vague idea that the large farmer 
can be relied upon to vide this 
surplus. As a matter of fact, what 
the small farmer provides beyond 
his own direct needs forms an 
important part in the build-up of 
our general surplus, but it is 
dangerous to depend on its nature, 
as he cannot possibly forecast the 
future requirements of the export 
market. 


Agriculture is, unfortunately, a 
highly speculative business, wherein 
the producer has not only to contend 
against many factors outside his 
control, but the vitally important 
factor of price is equally outside 
his direction, and often for long 
periods price is unrelated to cost of 
production. Placed in this vulnerable 
position, the farmers are apt to play 
more and. more for safety and 
revert as near as possible to subsist- 
ence farming, with the consequent 
reduction in the total output avail- 
able for others than farmers. 


It is comparatively easy to see 
how in tions agri- 
cultural production in this country 
could be increased, such as in 
the use of improved technical 
methods, operating the land at a 
higher level of fertility, and 
various other devices, all of which 
require an influx of fresh capital, 
but none of this is any usé unless 


it is possible to dispose of the 
products at a profitable figure. 


We must remember an important 
point in agricultural economics— 
namely, that the consumption of 
agricultural products under the 
normal conditions of Western 
Europe is relatively inelastic, and a 
large increase in consumer incomes 
does not lead to a corresponding 
pox arr nemo in the volume of agri- 
cultural goods consumed, but only 
to a change to more costly types of 
food. Express this change in acres, 
and the result will be a contraction 
rather than an expansion in the area 
of land utilised. If we are to plan 
for a greatly increased production 
we must ensure an export market, 
because a population of three 
millions cannot directly consume 
the potential production from nine 
or ten million acres when those 
acres are used to the best advantage. 


AN ADVISORY SERVICE 

If we are to accent the resolu- 
tions reached by the Hot Springs 
Conference at their face value, 
exports will in future be planned 
both in volume and in value, and 
any surplus which may accrue 
over the agreed plan must be con- 
sumed in the ¢ of origin. 
It is clear that it no longer 
be easy either to make good a

farmer who cares to read text s 
can find out for himself most 
generalised agricultural “im les, 
but his di ty is to pt them 
to the spécific case of his own farm 
when many of the dominant factors 
are unknown to him, and their 
study has, in fact, come only 
recently within the cognisance of 
science. i 

,We have a very high percentage 
of our population on the land. We 
are incurably land-minded; our land 
is potentially fertile and grateful, 
oF ay we must somehow solve the 
problem which confronts us in a 
different degree to New Zealand or 
Denmark, so often quoted to us as 
examples. These countries have 
only 15% and 30% respectively of 
their population employed on the 
land. e have to devise a scheme 
whereby our price structure. must be 
such that not only is agriculture 
profitable, but the six hundred 
thousand persons’ engaged in it must 
be able to purchase their fair shate 
of the products of other industries. 


GROUPED FARMS 


It will require the pooling of the 
best brains we have in this country 
to work out an agricultural plan 
which fits our particular conditions 
and the requirements of the com- 
munity, both directly and indirectly, 
and at the same time create a 
surplus. in accordance with thé 
agreed requirements of the export 
market. It is hard enough to make 
a plan, but the chief difficulty is to 
devise the necessary mechanism to 
implement:-it. The general plan can 
be constructed from the centre, 
whereas the mechanism of achieve- 
ment must be built inwards from 
the farm, the parish, the barony and 
the county. 


To ensure efficient production, 
some system of co-operative farm 
grouping will be necessary, as 
successful working can be 
obtained far more easily by 
willing co-operation than by 
compulsion from above. 


It is a mistake to think that agri- 
cultural producers will resent the 
inevitable restrictions and sugges- 
tions which will follow a co-ordi- 
nated economic plan. The bulk of 
them will welcome a change from 
the insecurity and uncertainty which 
dominate agricultural operations to- 
day, even if planning does restrict 
the speculative opportunities of the 
few, or may be of less advantage 
to those whose geographical situa- 
tion helps considerably towards 


Much of the land now relatively 
unproductive has become so not 
through any fault of the farmer, 
but because he is confronted with 
difficult types of soil, situation, 
lack of transport facilities, which 
act in a cumulative manner to 
produce a situation with which 
even the large farmer cannot 
contend. 


RURAL EMPLOYMENT 


With a properly organised agri- 
culture it should be possible to 
employ in rural areas or in the 
neighbouring country towns many 
persons unfitted or unwilling to 
work directly on the land, who to- 
day tend to drift to the towns | 
because they cannot find work 
within their powers in rural areas. 
Probably Denmark offers the best 
example of this type of full rural 
employment where much of the 
agricultural processing is done in 
small units associated with agri- 
cultural producer organisations. 


It is necessary in attenspting to 
plan for agriculture to bring 
together the representatives of the 
industry with the economist, the 
scientist, and the expert in every 
branch of agriculture. Once the 
foundation plan is agreed upon, 
it is for the Civil Service to 
devise the means of implementing 
it and to. forecast «the require- 
ments of the community. 


The herculean task falls to the lot 
of the Government and the 
Oireachtas, who must adjust con- 
flicting interests by devising an 
equitable price structure, satisfy 
themselves that the plan will 
provide for the: needs of the com- 
munity, and negotiate the disposal 
of the surplus.

Planning is, in essence, a con- 
sidered allocation of the labour and 
material available. All such plans 
are limited by what is physically 
possible, and the national income is 
the measure of what is possible. | 
believe that you would be doing an 
invaluable service in making clear 
the meaning and implication of the 
national income, so that it was 
understood not as an interesting 
statistical figure, but as a clear and 
precise measure of the result of the 
nation’s work each year. 

Post-war plans will fall into two 
broad categories; those dealing 
with the re-distribution of the 
annual wealth available, and those 
aimed at increasing the amount of 
wealth available each year. For 
example, social security legislation 
is a re-distribution of the national 
income, whereas our rural electrifica- 
tion scheme will increase pro- 
ductivity and, in consequence, the 
national income. 

Why should we not make the 
broad aim of planning an increase 
in the national income of, say, 2% 
each year, and see the figures each 
year to check results? It. would 
ent that mere 
employment of la adds nothing 
to our wealth, but that efficient em-

George Rothwell 

One of the things I can do is to 
play: “I think that I shall never 
see—a poem lovely as a tree,” on 
the piano. It goes no further than 
that. But I fill it in with a double 
introduction. It goes: “1 think that 
1 shall nev . .. 1 think that 1 shall 
nev ... 1 think that 1 shall never 
see... .” and so on, 

I brought it round to George 
Rothwell, the new, and twenty-three- 
year-old Musical Director of the 
Theatre Royal. 

Rothwell is a very dark, stocky 
Ei man ' with short, muscular 
ands. He was taught to play. the 
organ in St. Patrick’s Cathedral 
under the guidance of the organist, 
Mr. George Hewson. At that time 
he was singing in the choir. 

At fourteen Rothwell became 
organist to the Drumcondra Parish 
Church. At fifteen he moved to 
Monkstown. At twenty he was 
Director of Music at the Cork 
Opera House. A year later he 
came to the Theatre Royal, practised 
at the cinema organ for a fortnight, 
and then played it for two years. 
At twenty-three he is now in charge 
of the orchestra. 


The Mighty Organ 

The organ at the. Royal is a 
Compton. The first time you see 
the keyboard you say: “ No! Great 
Heavens! Stop! Does it really? 
But it can’t be true!” 

There are four keyboards, a little 
yellowish with age. Beneath each 
keyboard are white, numbered studs. 
Above the keyboards, in a long 
semi-circle, are banks of. brightly 
coloured celluloid tabs. They are 
numbered, and, marked with such 
words as: “Tibia, flute, cymbal, 
bomb, sand-block, marim, picc, 
flaut, clar, krum, geig, violin.” When 
you press down one of these tabs 
a dozen others spring up. When 
ou press the studs between the key- 
oards twenty more go down. 
Everything is clicking and flapping 
and flicking and clacking, and it’s 
more than you can bear. 

Beneath your feet are long 
wooden pedals. On a slanting 
board’ above the pedals are big 
wooden studs. There are three 
large flat pedals in the middle of 
all this like the pedals of a 
harmonium... If you touch any of

The manufacture of carpets 
re-commenced recently after a break 
of four years, but at auctions to-day 
even when badly worn, they command 
spirited bidding. Only last week a 
friend saw a pair of turquoise silk 
curtains fetch £42, and an old hafid 
lawn mower £11 10s., while an electric 
cleaner went for £40—more than twice 
its pre-war value.

Organ Loft 

‘lhe organ loft is beyond belief.

Black screens, 
like roller blinds, occupy one side 
of the loft. These screens can be 
rolled up by working pedals on the 
organ down below.
